Rabies 
As cases of rabies are reported 
further south, control measures be- 


come more important, 

Death to more coyotes in the fight 
| against rabies is advocated by Dr. E. 
I. Ballantyne, Director of Veterinary 
Services for Alberta, and Chairman 
o the Central Rabies Control Com- 
mittee, In the interesis of public 
sulety and protection of livestock, 
residents of municipalities are urged 
to shoot or destroy by any means 
every coyote they can. Coyotes in 
fected with rabies have already been 
found as far south as Lac La Biche, 
{St. Paul, Onoway, Mornville and 
| Thorhild, and even farther south. 
The Alberta government is sur- 
| rounding the agricultural areas of 
' the province where forests and farm 
| lands meet with a double poisoning 
' line almost 3,000 miles long, and im- 
; provement districts are being or- 
panized for destruction of as many 
foxes, wolves and coyotes as possible, 
Since, however, coyotes infected 
with rabies may move into rabies- 
free areas, increased vigilance on 
the part of municipal officials and 


residents is urged by Dr. Ballantynee, 
Steped up municipal coyote control 
programs to the utmost, he advises, 
and do so before the cattle are turn- 
‘d out to pasture. If this is done, 
attacks on cattle by rabid coyotes 
will be less likely to occur and con- 
siderable financial loss may be avoid- 
ed, Even more important is the pro- 
tection afforded humans by reduction 
of the possibility of rabies spread.

In a bristling 2-hour address in| 


the Royal Theatre, Innisfail, Hon. 
J. G. Gardiner traced the history 


ot Liberal government policies 
Which had resulted in Canadian 
agriculture enjoying the high 
standing it does today. Dealing 


with a wide range of topics during 
his address, Canada’s Minister ot 
Agriculture paid particular tri- 
bute to che farmers of Canada who 
had followed the suggestions of 
the government during the war 
swiiching irom grain growing to 
livestock and then back to grain 
growing in the post war period. 
Mr. Gardiner said that he 
doubied that this switch could 
have been carried out anywhere 
else in the world and said that it 
Was a tiibute to “the efficient 
manner in Which our farms are 
run’ and the kind of farm popu- 
jaiion we had in Canada. He sum- 
med up by saying that “agriculture 
in Canada today enjoys a degree 
of prosperity never before ex- 
perienced.” 

ln addition Mr. Gardiner dealt 


at lengih with irrigation, farm 
assistance, markets and cattle 
prices. 


Ife commenced his remarks to 
the more than 400 gathered to 
hear him by saying that while 
the Liberals were in power, and 
prior to that the Conservative 
Government, they had been hamp- 
ered by lack of support in the 
west and he asked the voters in 
the federal election to take into 
consideration that the government 
needs support from every section 
ot the country so that we may 
have the legislation we ought to 
have. 

By doing this the voters would 
be “helpful to Alberta and all ot 
Canada. ’ 

In iefcsring to the leadership 
of the Liberal party, Mr. Gardiner 
stated that he had known intim 
ately three of Canada’s Liberal 
leaders but had “never worked 
Wich a man who it is a greater 
delight to work for” in referring 
to Canada's present Prime Minis- 
ter, Rt. Hon. Louis St. Laurent. 
In addition Mr. Gardiner said that 
Mr. St. Laurent is always “think- 
ing in terms of all of Canada.” In 
referring to Mr. Harper Prowse, 
leader of the Liberal party in 
Alberta Mr. Gardiner said that he 
was one of the finest type of men 
coming into the public life of 
Canada. 

Vhe Minister of Agriculture 
then raced the history of the 
Liberal Government's — rehabilita- 
tion of Western Canada, In 
$186,000,000 was appropriated trom 
the treasury of Canada to feed, 

uy and anake it’ possible for 
Popie to stay on the farms. ‘This 
was followed by (he Praime Farm 
Rehabilitation setup which over 
a period ot 16 years had involved 
some $40,000,000 which had gone 
to putting water in dug-outs, dams, 
community pastures, ete, so that 
people could live in areas found 
o be too dry. 

Ihe setting up of the Prairie 
rm Assistance Act was the next 
sicp in rehabilitauion, A one per 
cent levy was made on the farmers 
on the produe ion of grain so that 
it would be unnecessary to go back 
to a system of relief, A sum ot 
5141,000,000 had been spent in this 


= 


service by the government with 
the greater portion coming from 
he treasury of Canada and the 


smaller portion from the one per 
vent provid d by the farmers 

Mr. Gardiner dealt) with two 
irrigation projects underway in 
Aiperia, They are the St. Mary's 
project and «he Bow River system, 
He stated that atcer 1980) when 
the natural resources were hand- 
ed back to the provinces, that from 
then on the federal government 
had no legal responsibility to deal 
with these resources. But these 
projects were launched to aid in 
rehabilitating the west. He decried 
a recent statement made by Al 
beria’s Minister of Agriculture in 
regard the Saskatehewan River 
project for Saskatchewan, 

Mr. Gardiner said that all of the 
irrigation projects were gifts from 
the people of Canada to the pro 
vinces concerned, The agricultu- 
ral Minister referred to the Red 
Deer River project which will 
irrigate between 200,000 and 450,- 
000 acres of land in the arena 
around Hanna. 

In regard the matter of farm 
products, Mr. Gardiner said that 
Canada has no troublesome sur 
pluses. In fact Canada had come 
out of the foot-an-mouth crisis 
with cattle prices higher than in 
the States. He told of 30 cars ol 
cattle on their way from the U.S. 
to Canadian markets in an effort 
to force down prices before Cana 
dian farmers had a chance to mar 
ket their stock, He intimated that 
the matter would be kept under 
surveillance. 

In the matter of British markets 
he told his audience that follow: 
ing the war Britain had decided 
to quit buying agricultural pro 
ducts because of the dollar situa 
tion. Mr. Gardiner emphasized that 
this was a matter of choice because 
Britain had spent $200,000,000 more 
last year in Canada than in the 
previous year for primary products 
such as lead, zine and aluminium 
to build up industry 

He told his audience that the 
three western provinces were the 
only producers of surplus food in 
Canada and despite the cries of 
critics Canada had produced 2

million tons of food a year more 
in the past three years than she 
had in the three last years of the 
war, the peak war production 
period. It was then that Mr. Gard- 
iner paid particular work to the 
farmers of Canada 

He touched briefly on the mat 


ter of income tax stating some ot 
the things revenues from this 
source were used for In regard 
Social Services, he said these had 
been the most important plank in 
the Liberal platform since the 
convention of 1919 which named 
the late Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, 
as leader of the Liberal party. He 
suid that never before had so 
much purchasing power been put 
in the hands of the mass of the 
people and this had had an effect 
in Keeping farm prices up 

In the over-all farm picture, 
returns were up with a wide mai 
gin to the hog producer and the 
cattleman 

The parity price for cattle is 
$16.08 per ewt. basis 1943-45 levels. 
Carcasses today are selling at $16 
per cwt. in London while the 
same carcass sells at $44 per ewt 
in Montreal. 

He did not think Canadian far 
mers would care to sell at the 
London price for the mere pleasure 
ot the British market. He continued 
that as long as Britain was satis 
fied in the Argentina and New 
Zealand supply, and as long as 
Canadians were willing to pay 20 
to 26¢ for beef in Canada, Canadian 
farmers should sell here. 

Higher re.urns and higher prices 
Willin) our own country should 
mean that we should make it 
easier for the Canadian producer 


to sell on the Canadian market 
In conclusion Mr. Gardiner made 
a plea for the people to stand 


behind the party “which had made 
these policies possible.” 

Mr. Gardiner was introduced to 
the audience by Mr. George Clark 
who puid tribute to the Ministe 
for his work for the people of 
Western Canada. 

Mr. Ken Rimington of Innisfail 
thanked slr. Gardiner for his ad 
dress, one that would long be re 
membered. He said that Mr. Gard- 
iner had given Liberals of the 
Red Deer constituency new hope, 
new inspiration and new ideas. He 
then presented Mr. Gardiner with 
a handsome travelling bag so that 
the Minister would remember his 
tip to Innisfail.

IMPLEMENT PRICES 
AT LOW LEVEL OF INCREASE 


That implement pros have been kept at a low level is clearly shown by 
the comparison of Dominion Bureau of Statistics index figures, which give 
an increase in ‘‘all commodities” since 1941 of 82.3% as against an increase
